Baltimere, Md., Noy, 19.—[Bnpecial. >-Car- 
Ging) Gibbons, in an interview todey, sound: 
ed again the call for international peace and 
urged the ratification of President Taft's 
arbitration treaties. 

“I sincerely hope that the new arbitra 
tion treaties negotiated by our national gov- 
ernment with Great Britain 
be ratified by the senate,” said Cardinal 
Gibbons. “They should receive the sup- 
port of the whole country. It is of the ut- 
most importance that civilised nations 
should bind themselves in advance to sub- 
mit to arbitration all international questions 
which can be settled by the application of 
Principles of law and equity, and I can see 
no reason why there should not be appointed 
joint commissions to investigate interna- 
tional centroversies and determine whether 


‘particular questions are of such a charac- 


ter, #0 that each nation will be in honor 
beund to submit thoge issues to international 
arbitration rather than to resort to war. 

“ Phat idea represents the best spirit of 
the age. It has behind it the indorsement 
of the Christian world.

General international 
arbitration treaties seem to me to be the 
surest and quickest means through which the 
universal peace may be effected, or at least 
approached. 


Those at Home Suffer Most. 
“When we consider the evils of war our 
eyes are dfrected almost exclusively to the 
oombatants themselves. We have no thoughts 
for the noncombatants. The truth is that the 


‘most frightful sufferings of war are borne 
| by the wives and children of those who fight. 


“ A wound to the loved one in battle strikes 
more cruelly those who have te wait at home. 
Physical suffering usually dissipates the fear 
of death. Men can suffer and die bravely in 
the excitement of war, but harder, much 
harder, to bear is the moral agony of those 
vho must wait, without power to help their 
dear ones in danger. 

“The financial side of war, too, hag its 
strong aspect. It is proper that the world at 
large should have something to say about 
quarrels between particular nations. The 
commerce of nations is now 60 involved and 
related that war between two nations is an 
interference with all nations, — 


Loss of Life; Blow to Trade. 

“For instance, I have $20,000 invested tn 
German securities. Germany goes to war, and 
I must suffer, ‘although I am an American 
citizen. International efforts to prevent war 
rest upon equitable ag well as humanitarian 
rights. The result of war is not only a loss 
of life but a partie] paralysis of trade. 

“Men will not fight ff they have time to 
grow cool. Nations will not fight if they have 
time to think. The penalties and degrada- 
tions of war are too great, the agonies of the 
weak and helpless, the aged, and other non- 
combatants are too horrible, the waste of 
wealth, the destruction of industry and com- 
roerce are too vast, to be endured when there 
is a way to peace. 

*Z am in favor of the general arbitration 
treaty principle, and I inéorse the idea of the 
new treaties with Great Britain and France 
pecause I believe that questions which might 
otherwise result in war should be first taken 
away from the influence of party politics and 
considered seriously in the calm, neutral! air 
of some impartial tribunal whose findings 
must at least morally bind the contending 
nations to submit to international arbitration

JEWS IN CHICAGO 
JOIN IN PROTEST 


Massmeeting Here to Follow 
One in New York as Re- 
buke for Taft. 


STIRRED OVER RUSSIA. 


Protests against the refusal of President 
Taft and Secretary of State Knox to inter- 
yene in behalf of American Jews in Russia or 
to sanction a proposal to abrogate the treaty 
of 1882 are scheduled to be farmulated at two 
great massmeetings, the frst to be held in 
New York on Dec. 6 and the second te follow 
in Chicago soon afterward. 

Chicege Jews will send a delegation to the 
New York meeting, which will bein charge of 
@ committee composed of governors of several 
gtates, a score of United States senators, oon- 
gressmen, and mayors. 

The meetings have been announced as the 
result of a conference between President Taft, 
Secretary Knox, Judge Julien W. Mack of the 
Commerce court, and Julius Rosenwald in 
Washington. Judge Mack and Mr. Rogen- 
wald headed a delegation of Jews in asking 
for a new treaty te protect American Jews 
traveling in Russia. It was at this conference 
that the attitude of the administration was 
announced. 


Will Demand Treaty Abrogation. 

The main object ef both meetings is to 
formulate resolutions calling for the abroga- 
tion of the treaty of 1832 and the drafting of 
a new international agreement. Jewish lead- 
ers declare Russia hes nullified the present 
treaty by discrimination against the rights of 
American Jewish citizens. 

* President Taft has been seen personally 
regarding this matter upon several occa- 
gions,” said Dr. Tobias Schanfarber of the 
K. A. M. temple, Indiana avenue and Thirty- 
third street, yesterday. “ He has said that he 
could not see any way to remedy conditions, 
Me advised at one time that the tation 
cease, giving as his opinion that if it was not 
renewed persecutions in Russia would result. 

“The agitation will not cease and is daily 
assuming greater proportions. Immediately 
after the New York meeting letters will be 
sent every Jewish newspaper and fraternal, 
churoh, or eommercial society, urging a na- 
tional demand for congress to consider the 
proposed abrogation.” 


Dr, Hirsch May Attend, 

Dr. Emit G. Hirsch announced yesterday 
that, if needed, he would be one of the delega- 
tion of Chicagoans attending the New York 
meeting, in which fully 14,000 persons are 
expected to participete. 

“ The United States has a right to abrogate 
the treaty,“*he sald. “ Russia hag not 
lived up to its demands by curtailing the 
liberties of Jewish Americans there. It 
probabiy is Russia's impression that it is 
acting only against the Jew#saza race.

So far as known here, the chief foreign mig- 
sionaries in the territery referred to are 
Scandinavians and Hnglish Baptiste. 

American Doctor There, 

The Baptist M society, whose mig- 
sionaries and their families at Hsianfu num- 
ber twenty-five persons, has not heard of the 
reported massaere. Dr. Young, an American 
womap doctor, who is the wife of a mission- 
ary, is there, as are also the members of the 
Scandinavian mission, who number five. 

The Daily Telegraph's correspondent dis- 
patches from Peking say that the tione 
have learned semi-officially that 
alarmeg at the dublousness of. the situation 
and the military dispositions of other powers, 
is preparing to mobilize reserves in the Pa- 
cific provinces of eastern Siberia. 

Telegraphic communication {gs more fre- 
quently ixterrupted in the provinces, and they 
are becoming continually more isolated, 

The Peking situation is not likely to become 
more settled until some one backs up Yuen 
Shih Kai with a few millions. 


Attack om Nanking 

There js an intimation that the attack 
upon Nanking was planned for today, but 
the telegraph wires to Nanking are in the 
hands of the revolutionists, and this weuld 
cause delay, of course, in the transmission 
of any news that might be forthcoming. 
*The situation at Nanking is regarded as 
critical in*the extreme. If the imperialists 
are, defeated and the city captured there 
will. be a massacre of the Manchus in re- 
taliation for the recent slaughter of Chinese. 
On the other hand, if the rebels meet with 
serious repulse it may mark the turning 
point in the present revolt. 

The revolutionary forces approaching Nan- 
king number many thousands. From An- 
king, on the north side of the river, 4,000 
revolutionists, with forty-one guns, are 


Nanking. From Wu Hu, on the south side 
of the river, 2,000 men are advancing. Above 
Chin Kiang there is a force of 8,000 revolu- 
tionists, with 100 guns, and it is“estimated 
that 8,000 more are proceeding down the 
line of the Tien Tsin-Pukow raliway. Fif- 
teen rebel warships are awaiting the signal 
for the attack. 

The impérialist garrison in “Nanking, 
under command of Gen. Chang, numbers 
apout 11,000 men, well trained, well armed, 
and strongly intrenched and fortified. 


Premier Decides to Fight? 

PEKING, Nov. 19.—Demands for the 
throne’s abdication are cfowding upon 
Premier Yuan Shi Kai, who doubtless will 
be torced to make a decision within a week. 
It seems to be a case of fight or ask the court 
to depart from the capital. Every suggestion 
for the abdication is accompanied by promises 
of protection and ample pension. 

It is reported tonight that the premier has 
erdered @ renewed attack upon Han Yane 
and Wa Chang. If thie te true, & signifies 
his choice. 

Rear Admiral Murdock telegraphs the 
American legation from Nanking that the 
American consul, with the archives, is now 
aboard the New Orleans, and that all Amert- 
cans have left the eity with the exception of 
a few members of the Red Cross. It would 
be impossible, says the admiral, to protect 
American property in Nanking without land- 
ing 800 marines prepared to sustain a siege. 
For this reason he had sent*none of bis men 
sshore.

Picture Shows, Anti-Trust 
War, Autos, Bad Plays, 
Are Some of Them. 


TOO MANY HOUSES ALSO. 


Managers and Actors of Country 
Give Causes for Slump 
in Business. 


New York, Nov. 19.—[Special.]—Too many 
theaters, moving picture shows, automobiles, 
enti-trust legislation, and bad plays are some 
of the reasons for the present slump in the 
theatrica! business. This statement is based 
on interviews with manegers and actors ip 
various parts of the United States. 

In connection with the “ hard luck ™ din- 
mer at the Lambs club tonight. the World 
asked its correspondents in the principal cities 
of the country to ascertain the condition of 
the theatrical business in their respective 
bailiwicks and wherever business was below 


_nmormal te give the cause. 


Interviews with theatrical managers and 
actors throughout the United States in regard 
to the conditions follow: 


Worst Season in Years in Chicago. 

CHICAGO—Theatrical managers do not 
wish to be quoted, but all agree that this is 
the worst season in Chicago in many years. 
The list of disasters is large and of successes 
small. The season started out well and then 
went on the rocks. Nazimova’s “ Other 
Mary” failed, as did the first company of 
Russian dancers. “ Thais,’ which came for 
a run, had to quit. Even Mrs. Fiske cut 
short her season at the Grand. The Whitney 
Opera house found it difficult to keep its 
Goors open. It is now closed. Half a doze» 
musical comedy companies met a frost in va- 
rious theaters. It is estimated that 700 actors 
are out of employment here. 


. Public More Discriminating. 
 ATLANTA—* The public is growing more 
discriminating,” said Homer George, man- 
ager of the Atlanta theater, ‘“‘and only the 
best plays are ‘ getting by ’ now on the road 
The worthwhile ones are getting the money, 
however. The Atlanta has got 50 per cent 
more money than any other house in the 
south outside of New Orleans. The chief 
reason for failing shows is the fact that 
aspiring managers with small bank rolls put 
shows on the'road with inferior casts and 
acenery.”’ 


Business Spotted in West. 
OMAHA—W. J. Burgess, manager of 
Brandeis’ theater, said his theater showed a 
slight falling off in the last two weeks, but 
that September and October had brought 
larger gross receipts than the same months 


i last year. Col. George Frederick Hinton, 


manager of the Richard Carle company, play- 
ing at Brandeis’ theater this week, who has 
been through the west. says he found business 
spotted and attributed conditions to local 
causes. Generally speaking, in the middle 
west he had found the playhouses well 
patronized. 


Blames Anti-Trust Legislation. 
NEW ORLEANS—Henry Greenwald, man- 
ager of the Dauphine Wall theater burlesque 
stock, said: ‘‘ It is the condition of the coun- 
try and not the character of the productions 
that is responsible for the poor theatrical 
business. The principal contributing cause 
for this is the anti-trust agitation. Federal 
government prosecution for dismemberment 
of combines is having its bad effects on all 
lines of endeavor. People are showing @ dis- 
position to hoard their money.’’ Businesé in 
New Orleans has not been good since the 
Present season opened. All the theaters are 
playing to less than half normal houses. 


Too Many Theaters. Says Actor. 

CINCINNATI.—William Faversham is 
playing at the Lyric theater this week in 
“The Faun.” He said: “‘ The whole trouble 
lies in the fact that there are too many thea- 
ters. Men with little money, who think they 
are managers, produce ‘tinplate’ plays with 
men who think they are actors, and the result 
is failure.”’ Mr. Faversham played to a $2,800 
house in Ann Arbor, Mich., before coming 
here and points to that as evidence that the 
house is not to blame for present conditions. 


Blames Autos and Picture Shows. 

MILWAUKEE.—Automobiles and motion 
picture houses are chiefly responsible for the 
falling off in theatrical business, declared C. 
J. Bennett, manager of the Shubert theater. 
“ Many think,” he said *‘ that the money be- 
ing raised by workingmen for the McNamara 
deferfse fund is also making a big difference 
in theater attendance. In our house we fifd

Toronto Editor Says Nation Was 
Swayed by Emotion. 


WOULD SHUN THE CROWD. 
J. A. MacDonald Insists This Is Big 


American Problem. 


Canada is sorry she rejected reciprocity. 

J. A. Macdenald, editor of the Toronto Globe 
and leader of the Liberal party, asserted last 
night at the Sunday Evening club that the 
people have returned to sober thinking and 
regret their action.

People were swept away by it and acted 
rashly. They are now in.a repentant mood.”’ 


Swayed by Crowd’s Emotion. 

Mr. Macdonald spoke on “ The Man and 
the Crowd” and referred to the recent Ca- 
nadian election as an example of the psy- 
chology of the crowd. 

“We had occasion a short time ago in 
Canada to note what men will éq acting as 
a crowd,” he said. ‘“ Whole communities 
were swayed by emotiong which had no in- 
telligence or reason. 

“ Perhaps you think this is a personality 
co You all remember the Maine and 

2 flerce emotions that followed. I have 
seen the same thing in a courtroom where a 
jury was robbed of its individuality and 
made a surging crowd by a velvet tongued 
attorney. I have seen it in church and at 
revival meetings. 

“America has a great problem in’ the 
crowd. Nowhere is the struggle of man 
against it as fierce as here. The fight never 
was so hard as now. In cities it is bitter. 
Here you never get a chance to live alone. 
You are continually being pushed into the 
crowd. 

Man Loses Individuality. 

“Men are made a crowd by a rising tide of 
emotion. This rappens when anything hap- 
pens out of the ordinary. Jack is as good as 
his master. Man loses his individuality. He 
is in the power of the spirit of the crowd. 
He does what the crowd does. His acts are 
not his. That is why disappointment so 
often follows some great emotional feel- 
ing.”

Civil Service Board Attorneys 
Plan Proceedings Against 
Dorman and Men. 


Roy H. Walters, civil service investigator, 
and his three companions who conspired to 
bribe Inspector Nicholas Hunt with $100, it 
is now asserted, probably never will be tried 
on the charge of conspiracy and attempted 
bribery. 

President Harmon M. Campbell of the city 
civil] service commission, it was learned yes- 
terday, has sent a written communication to 
State’s Attorney Wayman accepting all re- 
sponsibility for the conspirators. This re- 
moves criminal intent on the part of the four 
persons now charged with the crime. 

“IT just sent Mr. Wayman a simple little 
note stating that I, as the head of the com- 
migsion, stood responsible for the bribery 
trap,'" Mr. Campbell! sald. ‘* There was no 
intent upon Walters’ part to commit a crime 
He simply was worki:g for me to get evi- 
dence to show police corruption. I: hired 
him to get such evidence and that was all he 
was after.”’ 


Dorman and Men Face Board. 

The first high official suspended gince the 
civil service commission investigation into 
police protected vice started ‘will be placed 
on trial tomorrow morning. The accused 
men are Inspector Dorman, Capt. Plunkett, 
and Lieuts. Ambrose and Howard. All the 
men were stationed in the west side vice 
district, the first three at Desplaines street 
station, and Lieut. Howard at Lake street 
station.

The air of esthetic repose that supposedly 
hangs over Rogers Park really is perforated 
in many places. The biggest rift is bounded 
by the ornamental fence inclosure of the 
Eugene Field school, Greenleaf avenue and 
North Ashland boulevard. The next widest 
gap is over the residence of Principal Mary 
E. Vaughan, 1386 Kenilworth avenue. The 
oodles of holes in the film of suburban peace 
mark the residences of pupils of the school 
and members of the Rogers Park Woman's 
club. 

It wasn't hard to find the holes even yes- 
terday, when calendars call for rest and quiet. 
Children gossiped about the ruction on the 
way to Sunday school. It was the topic at 
dinner tables. Neighbors whispered together 
at the evening visits while the record was 
being changed on the music machine. 


Pupils’ Side of Case. 

An expedition by a reporter for Tus Tris- 
UN® found the pro-pupils’ side to aver: 

That Miss Vaughan, on taking charge of the 
school in September, immediately tumbled 
school traditions by a complete shakeup of 
teachers. 

That Miss Vaughan has since disturbed 
every classroom by a constant shift of teach- 
ers. 

That several of the old teachers of the 
school, beloved by the community, have 
been so intimidated and discouraged that they 
have asked for transfers to other schools. 

That the pupils are in a wild state of dis- 
order, having had a half dozen different 
teachers already this season, each confusing 
class rooms because of ignorance of her 
predecessor's methods and accomplishments.

U. 8. LAWYERS JUST WAIT 


Pleas in Washington and Can- 
ton to Stop Wednesday’s 
Trial Due Today. 


With building attendants guarding the ele- 
vators and office employés stationed at the 
doors, counsel for the ten indicted beef pack- 
ers held a protracted conference yesterday 
im the offices of Edward Tilden, president 
of the National Packing company. in the 
Rookery building. Several of the packers 
elso were present. 

None of the attorneys’ rould be reached. 
After passing the outposts and entering the 
company’s main office visitors were con- 
fronted by Mr. Tilden’s secretary, a dis- 
creet young woman whose vocabulary as 
displayed to the general public was limited 
to “I don’t know.” . 

The meeting ended at 7:30. There was the 
usua] announcement that “ nothing definite 
had been decided.’’ It is believed the plan 
for the origina! proceedings in the Supreme 
or a state court is about ready to spring. 


Delay Is Sole Object. 

The packers are expected to take every pos- 
sible step to delay the trial, which is just 
now expected to start Wednesday. It would 
bave started this morning had not Circuit 
Judge Kohlsaat consented to postpone filing 
his order quashing the writ of habeas cgr- 
pus until Wednesday. 

There appears to %e only one reason for 
the seeking of this delay in entering the or- 
der.. The packers cannot appeal to the 8u- 
preme court from this ruling until it is actu- 
ally entered, so for two days to come they 
will have no standing as appellants in the 
Supreme court. | 

On the other hand, the deley gives them 
longer for starting ‘‘ original proceedings,” 
ignoring the Circuit court action altogether 
and applying to the Supreme court for a 
writ of habeas corpus direct instead of car- 
rying up an appeal. It is this plan which the 
packers’ counsel have in mind in sending 
representatives to the Supreme court at 
Washington and to Justice Day at Can- 
ton, O.

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Bince that date it has been before the 6u- 
preme court and the lower federal courts 
many times in various phases and angles. 
Thie is neither the tine nor the place for a 
technical analysis of the meaning aud in- 
terpretation piaced by the courts upon that 
statute. 

Nor is this the occasion to suggest, much 
less Ciscuss, the question whether the 
Standard Oll and Tobacco decisions do or 
do not depart from the language of earlier 
rulings of the Supreme court. 


Must Try Cases Separately. 

It is sufficient that that court has now held 
definitely and finally that oniy those combi- 
nations that unduly or unreasonably re- 
strain interstate trade are iliegal. Only 
those contracts which are “ unreasonably 
restrictive of competitive conditions,” and 
that have “not been entered into or per- 
formed with the legitimate purpose of rea- 
sonably forwarding personal interest and 
developing trade,”’ are pronounced by the 
great chief justice to be within the inhibi- 
tion of the anti-trust act. 

To make contracts or combinations illegal 
there must be “ undue restraint.”’ 

Chief Justice White has said that though 
the anti-trust statute does not specify, it 
indubitably contemplates and requires “s 
standard "’ and that it was intended by the 
statute that “the standard of reason” 
should be the measure used for the purpose 
of determining whether in a given case a 


i particular act has or has not brought about 


the result against which the statute pro- 
vides. To quote the language of the chief jus- 
tice, the anti-trust act leaves it ‘to be de- 
termined by the light of reason . . ia 
every given case whether any particular act 
or contract was within the contemplation of 
the statute.” Inother words, each and “every 
given case’’ must stand on its own facts. 


Must Wait Upon Decision. 

Few; if any, decisions rendered by the 
Supreme court during the last forty years 
have produced more discussion and found 
more virulent champions arrayed against 
each other. Without entering into an analy- 
sis of the merits or demerits of these contend- 
ing forces, the fact remains that no o 
of an interstate corporation can know posi- 
tively whether his corporation or ednduct 
comes within the range of the law until he 
has had a final decision from the Supreme 
court. 

The suit against the Standard U1] company 
was begun on Nov. 15, 1906 It was decided 
by the Supreme court May 15, 1911. It was 
4n the ‘courts for exactly four years and six 
months. The Tobacco case was begun July 
‘19. 1907, and’ decided May 29, 1911—a period 
of three years and ten months. 

It is therefore entirely accurate to say that 
the management of no one of the great num- 
ber of big corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce (and all such are subject to possi- 
ble suit by the government) will be able to 
‘know ‘with certainty what the outcome will 
be of an attack under the anti-trust act 
until after the lapse of years. 


Criminal Trial Even. Worse. 
But aside from this intolerable doubt as to 
‘financial consequences there is the anxiety 
growing out of the uncertainty of an at- 
tempted enforcement of the criminal pro-

It is time that we be rid of there spies and 
watchmen. Neither the courts (whether reg- 
ular or business) nor grand juries can run 
our commercial institutions. There is alto- 
getker too much power of administration 
already in our courts. They are not equal 
to the great task and ét is no part of their 
proper functions. Trust indictments will not 
create, encourage, or dé€velop industries. 
Prosecutions will not make places for work- 
men nor increase their wages. 

The fundamental requirement of all law 
and order is precision and definiteness. Be- 
fore the rendition of the decisions in the 
Standard Oil and Tobacco cases, President 
Taft was of the mind that the doctrine which 
the Supreme court subsequently adopted 
‘might precipitate disaster. 


Quotes Statement of Taft. 

Mr. Taft said on Jan. 7, 1910: “ To leave to 
the court to say what is a reasonable re- 
straint of trade, what is a reasonable sup- 
‘pression of competition, what is a reason- 
able monopoly. . . is to put into the hands 
of the court a power impossible to exercise 
on any consistent principle which will insure 


the uniformity of decision essentia! to just

just one transaction from our factory to your bom, « me 
We profit by intimate acquaintance 
doubtless they feel the same toward us.

It is to thrust upon the courts a 
burden that they have no precedents to en- 
able them to cairy, ard to give them a power 
approaching th: arbitrary, the abuse of 
which might involve our whole judicial sys- 
tem in disaster.” 

This saying is just as wise today as it was 
before the recent decisions of the Supreme 
court were announced. The science of goy- 
ernment, and of law. and of business has not 
turned a somersault in the short space of 
sixteen months. 


) Suggests Some Changes, 


For these insufferable conditions I would 
suggest a few remedies that correlate with 
each other and which to me would seem to 
Promise certainty where uncertainty now 
exists, and restore confidence where misgiv- 
ing and apprehension prevail, and substitute 
stability for instability in the business world. 

1. Place power with the president solén- 
tifically to reduce the tariff and, if neces- 
sary, remove it entirely from imported 
articles that can be sold on a competitive 
basis with the products of trusts and monop- 
olies that are not incorporated under federal 
law. 

2. Enact a federal) incorporation law, under 
which all corporations engaged in interstate 
trade may become incorporated. That law 
should contain provisions for visitation and 
examination similar to those now in the na- 
tional bank act and in the regulations of 
the controller of the currency. Such a law 
should not be compulsory. Every corpora- 
tion availing itself of its provisions should 
be permitted to abandon and surrender its 
state charter. Every such federal corpora- 
tion should be given rights, powers, and priv- 
Neges in every state on the scale of those now 
enjoyed by national banks, free from the 
harassing nagging, conflicting, and oppres- 
sive statutory provisions and burdensome 
taxes that prevall in nearly all of the states 
against foreign corporations doing business 
therein. These grinding state laws have fre- 
quently been the controlling reason why cor- 
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porations have organized iocal and subsid- 
lary companies and acquired their capital 
stock. 7 


_ Federal Corporations Exempt. 


8. Remove every such federal corporation 
from subjection to the anti-trust act. In 
Other words, expressly provide that the pro- 
visions of that statute shall not govern 
federal corporations but shall continue to 
apply only to those not availing of the federal 
corporation act. Give to every federal cor- 
poration the unrestricted and untrammeled 
right to contract and to enter into any kind 
of trade agreements pertinent to its busi- 
ness. As a consideration for such freedom 
Provide that every such federal corporation 
shall be required to pay into the United 
States treasury annually one-fourth of its net 
profits, after providing for all fixed charges, 
interest, payments. depreciation. mainte- 
nance. and a dividend equal to, say, 7 per 
cent on all outstanding stock. 

In order to uvoid the payment of dividends 
on watered stock, provide that a department 
of the government, a federal corporation 
commission, shall have the right to determine 
to what extent the issued stock of any such 
corporation is in excess of the fair value of 
all of its property. 


In this way there will be no statutory. 


Penalty on business progress and ambition, 
or on commercial genius. Corporate officers 
will then continue with increasing efforts to 
develop and enlarge their industries and 
fields of activity. 


Government Will Gain Profit. 

The government will obtain through its 
share of the net profits «a constantly in- 
creasing revenue which soon should admit 
of the repeal or reduction of many of the 
onerous and unfair federal import duties and 
other taxes. 

In fact, I believe that under such « law 
the income of the government would soon

Approval of the plan by the subcommit- 
‘tee and the elections committee at a meeting 
this afternoon was predicted yesterday. 
| The new plan, which je said to have been 
approved by Mayor Harrison at a conference 
in his office on Saturdays extends the First 
ward to the south. Large sections of both 
the Second and Fourth wards will be added 
to the First if the proposition is approved by 
the city eouncil. 
| The poptlation of the First ward at present 
is 20,000, It is planned to add 15,000 from the 
Fourth ward and 16,000 from the Second.

A nation wide campeign to raise the stand- 
ing of the rura! schools te a level with those 
of the oities and towne is the latest plan 
of the National Educationa! association. 
The first step in the movement, an investiga- 
tion of school eonditions throughout the 
United States and supplementa! inquiry into 
the subject of teachers’ salaries, state and 
sounty appropriations, and teaching methods, 
has been delegated to a committee of eleven 
which is now meeting in Chicago. The ceom- 
. mittee was authorised at the San Francisco 
eonvention of the National Educational as-— 
sociation in July. 

The first meeting of the committee was held 
en Saturday at the Auditorium hotel, and the 
work of organisation was taken up, Today 
the committee will plunge inte the beginning 
of its work.

effect, yet he pauses occasionally to revive the

olded in the “Appassionata” sonata, or he 
can charm the ears of the amateurs and the 
sentimentalists with a Mendelssohn “Song 
Without Temperament.”

Denver, Colo., Nov. 19.—[{Special.}—The char- 
acteristics of the Chinese and the present sit- 
uation in China were described this morning 
in the Trinity Methodist Episcopal church by 
Bishop W. 8S. Lewis of Foochow, China. Others 
ef the bishops attending the meeting of the 
genera! committee of foreign missions preached 
in various pulpits in Denver and in other cities 
within a radius of ninety miles. Bishop MG. 
Highes, San Francisco, addressed over 1,000 
men at Trinity church under ‘the auspices of 
the Denver mien and religious mo on the 
subject of the naturalness of the Ch an life. 

“The Chinaman has these three character- 
ietics,” Bishop Lewis said: “He is a lover of 
children, a constant worker, and a lover of 
learning. The Chinaman raises three crops 
of rice on Jand that has been constantly culti- 
vated for 2,500. years. The Chinaman loves 
money as no other member of the human fam- 
ily does. Yet China is bankrupt—it has been 
touched at its sorest point.

watched with a lot of eagerness. 


_ Large Surprises in West. 

As Saturday was the crucial day of the 1911 
football season, the result of the Chicago- 
Cornell game furnished tle biggest surprise. 
After its disastrous defeat by Minnesota few 
persons believed Chicago would down Cornell. 
The result of this stubbornly fought contest 
must be attributed to the master coaching 
hand of Stagg. In reconstructing his team 
the, grand ol@ man of the Midway placed his 
players in positions where they would be of 


most value his efforts certainly were 


rewarded. 
The infusion of new blood aleo had @ lot to 
do with the victory, for Half Back Kennedy, 


by brilliant end runs, placed the oval within 
striking distance for Scruby’s toe. That Kennedy 
will be a factor in next Saturday's ganmie with 
Wisconsin is assured, and ff he can repeat*his 
work tn the Cornel! game Chicago has a mighty 
good chance of beating Wisconsin and making the 
conference title more complicated. 


Maroon Play a Revelation. 

Chicago's play, both offensive and defensive. was 
@ révelation, and its defense on its one yard line 
was about the best any Maroon team has displayed 
in recent Fears. Although Scrauby negotiated the 
goals from the field which gave Chicago itz victory, 
the playing of other men shoul not be overlooked, 
Half Back Sauer and Capt. Rademacher played 
brilliantly, while the work of other men, especially 
in protecting Scruby on hie place kicks, certainly is 
worthy of mention. . 

With a green and inexperienced team Stagg has 
accomplished the seeming impossible. After being 
beaten decisively by: Minnesota in one of its im- 
portant games’the Midway eleven rallied and de- 
feated one of the strongest eastern teams, an ag- 
gregation which downed Michigan by a 6 to Oscore 
on the previous Saturday. If Chicago can hold 
Wisconsin te @ close score next Saturday. if it does 
mot win, the championship of the western confer- 
ence colleges will be more complicated than ever, 
as the result of the Wisconsin-Minnesota game 
makes the situation complex enough. 

The result of the Michigan-Pennsylvania game 
added to the triumph of western football. It was 
e decisive victory for the Wolverines. and the play 
which resulted in Michigan’s final and deciding 
touchdown was identically the same as the one 
which beat Penn fn 1909. when Magideohn carried 
the oval over the Quakers’ goal and gave Michigan 
the game by a j2 to 11 score. 


Smack of Combat Audible. 


To Michigan's aggressiveness and fighting spirit 
was due its victory, The players entered the con- 
test with a do or die spirit which could not be 
denied. The Wolverines tackied so hard that the 
Penn plapers._were brought down with a thud that 
could be heard on the side lines.

GOES TO COUNCIL 


Ald. Long Will Present Initial 
Ordinance Tonight; Advo- 
cates North Site. 


OTHER MEASURES READY. 


Mayor Harrison’s Recommenda- 
tion to Place Work with Sub- 
way Body to Be Considered. 


Establishment of a municipally owned 
outer harbor will be considered by the city 
council tonight. Ald. Theodore K. Long, 
chairman of the subcommittee on harbor de- 
velopment, will ask for the passage of the 
first of seven ordinances recently submitted 
to the council which provide for the con- 
struction of a harbor just north of the en- 
trance to the Chicago river. 

The ordinance which the council will be 
asked to pass tonight provides for the es- 
tablishment of an outer harbor between the 
mouth of the river and Chicago avenue, and 
extending one mile from the shore. It also 
means the establishment of harbor district 
No. 1, designated as the first step toward 
making Chicago one of the greatest ports on 
the great lakes. 

To Consider Subway Body. 

The council may also consider the proposi- 
tion of detailing the problem of planning and 
constructing the harbor to the engineers who

ACTS ON BUCKET SHOP CHARGE. 


Chicago Board of Trade Files Complaint 
Against Two Pittsburgh Brok- 
erage Firms. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Nov. 19.—The Chicago 
board of trade filed a bill of complaint in the 
United States Circuit court here yesterday 
against two Pittsburgh brokerage firms 
charging them with surreptitiously obtain- 
ing the quotations of the board and using 
them in conducting bucket shops. The de- 
fendants are Henry J. and Frank H. Spuhiler,

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UNITED STATES BECOMING 
A BIG RAISER OF RAISINS. 
More than $1,000,000 Worth Exported 


in the Last Fiscal Year—Imports Fall 
to 2,500,000 Pounds. 


Washington, D. C, Nov. 19.—[ Special. ]— 
More than $1.000.000 worth of raisins were 
exported from the United States in the last 
fiscal year, the quantity, 18,500,000 pounds, 
being far in excess of the total exported in 
any earlier year. The imports during the 
year amounted to only 2,500,000 pounds, 
against 10,000,000 pounds in 1900 and as high 
as 50,000,000 pounds in certain years prior to 
the development of production in the United 
States. 

Comparing #011 with 1900 the figures of the 
bureau of statistica, department of commerce 
and labor, show that exports grew from 
2,500,000 pounds to over .18,600,000 pounds, 
and their value from $140,000 to $1,060,000. 
During the same period imports of raisins fell 
from 10,333,000 pounds in 1900 to 2,500,000 in 
1911, and their value, from $581,000 to §237.- 


000. The largest exportation of raisins re-

corded in any year prior to 1911 was thet 
of 1907, a little over 9,000,000 pounds, or less 
than helf that of 1011, while the largest im- 
portation of raisins on record is that of 1884, 
when a total of 54,000,000 pounds entered the 
country, as against 2,600,000 pounds in the 
fiscal year 1911. 

Canada is the largest market for American 
raisins exported, the exports thereto in the 
fiscal year 1911 having been 11,000,000 pounds, 
compared with less than 3,000,000 pounds to 
New Zealand, about 1,000,000 each to England 
and Germany. and 3,000,000 pounds to ell 
other parts of the world.
